Officials try 
to combat 
overdosing

The recent fatal heroin 
overdose of a Cohasset resi- 
dent has town officials eval- 
uating how to address what 
seems to be a statewide epi- 
demic, as the number of sus- 
pected heroin overdose 
deaths in Massachusetts 
surged over the past four 
months. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control recently shared a 
sobering statistic: drug over- 
doses now kill more Ameri- 
cans than car crashes. 

There were 60 reported 
heroin overdose deaths in 
Norfolk county last year, and 
12 so far in 2014. Added to 
that list is the Monday, March 
3 death of a 30-year-old Co- 
hasset man, who died from a 
heroin overdose in Brock- 
ton. He was the seventh per- 
son to die of a suspected 
heroin overdose in Brockton 
in just 17 days, according to 
published reports. 

At least 185 Bay State res- 
idents have died from heroin 
overdoses in the past four 
months, according to recent 
data from the Massachusetts 
State Police - and those fig- 
ures exclude Boston, Spring- 
field and Worcester, the state’s 
three largest cities. Nationally, 
drug overdoses kill more than 
36,000 a year. 

“We see better than a per- 
son a week in Norfolk Coun- 
ty, and we don’t have a lot of 
large urban areas,” Norfolk 
County District Attorney 
Michael Morrissey said. “I 
don’t think any community in 
Norfolk County has been im- 



For those reasons, Buckley 
has been selected as the Co- 
hasset Mariner Citizen of 
the Year. 

“It should be mentioned 
that running a non-profit 
organization over more than

Shrimp heist OUI arrest 



; Police are investigating 
the larceny of $240 worth

Craigslist 

A 53-year-old Cohasset 
woman notified police on 
Monday afternoon (March 
3) that she had been a vic- 
tim of a scam. Police said 
she attempted to rent a con- 
dominium in Boston on 
Craigslist and after some 
email exchanges agreed to 
wire $3500 to the bank ac- 
count of the person renting 
the unit. She did not hear 
back and tried to make 
email contact, finally hear- 
ing from the person she had 
wired the money to who was 
in Sweden and was told she 
had been cheated. Cohasset 
detectives are working with 
the bank where the money 
yvas wired to see if any of 
the funds can be recovered. 
Police warn that it is never a 



BUTTONWOOD 



A 50-year-old Cohasset 
woman was ordered by the 
court to be committed to an 
alcohol treatment facility af- 
ter she was arrested in Cohas- 
set on Monday afternoon 
(March 3) for drunken driv- 
ing (third offense). 

Police responded to a report 
of an erratic driver around 
2:57 p.m. on March 3; the 
caller told police the black 
Lexus the woman was driving 
had pulled into a space in 
front of Tfedeschi’s on S. Main 
Street where the driver ap- 
peared to take a drink from a 
cup. When she got out of the 
car, she was unsteady on her 
feet, the caller said. 

When the officer arrived, 
the 2002 Lexus sedan was 
back on the road. The officer 
observed the car weaving in 
the travel lane and pulled it 
over in the parking lot of the 
Harbor Inn. When the officer 
exited the cruiser, the woman 
put the Lexus suddenly into 
reverse. The officer laid on 
the horn to alert her to avoid 
a collision; then she put the 
car in drive, lurched forward 
and hit the cement curbing. 
The officer banged on the 
window and ordered her to 
shut the car off. 

Police said the driver, 
Maryann Q.. Kavanagh of 428 
Atlantic Ave., displayed the 
signs and symptoms of heavy 
intoxication when speaking 
with the officer. She had to 
hold onto the driver’s door for 
support when getting out of 
the car and subsequently 
failed field sobriety tests. 

Based on the caller’s obser- 
vations, the officer’s observa- 
tions and her performance on 
field sobriety tests, Kavanagh 
was arrested and charged 
with operating under the in- 
fluence of alcohol (third of- 
fense); negligent operation of 
a motor vehicle; operating 
with a suspended license for 
OUI; operating a motor vehi- 
cle without an ignition inter- 
lock device; and having an 
open container of alcohol in 
the vehicle (cup with alcohol). 

Police said Kavanagh was 
held overnight on $5,000 cash 
bail; she was arraigned the fol- 
lowing morning and trans- 
ferred to the treatment facility. 

ID theft 

A 57-year-old Cohasset 
man went to the station last 
week (TViesday, March 4) to 
report that he had been the 
victim of identity theft. Police 
said he became suspicious af- 
ter receiving an email from 
his bank telling him they had 
updated his email account. 
After further investigation, 
the man discovered that his 



identity had been compro- 
mised. He contacted a credit 
protection agency he sub- 
scribes to that showed sever- 
al credit cards had been 
opened in his name includ- 
ing cards for Wal-Mart, 
Lowe’s, Office Depot and Ra- 
dio Shack. The credit agency 
put a hold on his name and 
Social Security number to 
prevent any fiirther attempts 
and the cards were cancelled. 
He is also working with his 
bank to straighten this out, 
police said.

Citizens continue pulling 
papers to run for the May 10 
Town Election. 

Nomination papers have 
been available since Monday, 
February 10. The last day to 
obtain nomination papers is 
March 20, and they must be 
returned by March 24. 

Selectmen’s race 

So far, there is a three-way 
race for the Board of Select- 
men, which has two terms 
set to expire, positions cur- 
rently held by chairman Fred 
Koed and vice-chair Diane 
Kennedy. Both have decided 
to run again, with former 
Governance Committee chair 
Kevin McCarthy vying for 
one of those spots. 

Kennedy currently serves as 
vice-chair and is running for 
her second term, having been 
elected in 2011. McCarthy, 
an attorney, currently serves 
on the Governance Commit- 
tee. Both Kennedy and Mc- 
Carthy have returned their 
nomination papers to the 
Town Clerk’s office. 

Koed, who is currently in 
his fifth term as a selectman, 
issued his candidate an- 
nouncement this week, saying 
that he wants to keep the 
town going “on the right 
track.” 

“The town is headed in the 
right direction: finances are 
stable, the school system is 
one of the top performing in 
the state and our new Town 
Manager Chris Senior is doing 
a great job. I look forward to 
serving Cohasset and contin- 
uing to build a greater future 
for Cohasset," said Koed.

Cohasset Acting Police 
Chief William Quigley said 
that there have been three 
opiate overdoses in Cohasset 
since the start of the year, 
none of which were fatal. 
“Thankfully these people were 
transported to the hospital, 
and they’re well now,” said 
Quigley. 

The recent death of a resi- 
dent serves as “a reminder 
were part of something big- 
ger," he added. “We’re com- 
mitted to being proactive 
about prevention, interven- 
tion and enforcement.” 

Cohasset’s Board of Health 
addressed the matter during 
the Tuesday, March 11 meet- 
ing. 

Town nurse Mary Good- 
win said at the meeting that 
she feels nurses and public 
safety officers should be 
trained to administer Nar- 
can, a drug used to counter 
the effects of opiate overdose, 
and keep vials in nurses’ of- 
fices at Town Hall and in the 
schools. 

Town Manager Chris Sen- 
ior, who was in the audience, 
said he has been talking about

the issue with the police de- 
partment, who have been 
working with Norfolk Coun- 
ty to address it. 

Quigley, along with Detec- 
tive Lieutenant Gregory 
Lennon, will discuss the issue 
at the next Board of Select- 
men’s meeting (Tuesday, 
March 18) and share “what 
proactive steps the police de- 
partment is taking to address 
theses issues that have been 
experienced throughout the 
region,” Quigley said in a 
phone call. 

‘We already have some sys- 
tems in place to deal with 
this," Quigley added. The 
town’s K9, Erik, was recently 
certified in drug detection. 
“It works wonderfully,” the 
acting chief said. “It’s a great 
tool for officers to have; 
they’re literally looking for a 
needle in a haystack some- 
times.” 

Both Quigley and the Board 
of Health want to remind the 
public that there is a drug 
take-back kiosk at the police 
station where folks can drop 
off old or expired prescription 
medications. 



“It’s a great way to get old 
prescription medications that 
are no longer in use out of the 
house,” said Quigley. “We 
don’t want kids to get into it. 
A lot of this opiate abuse 
stems from” taking prescrip- 
tion drugs. 

Board of Health chair Peg- 
gy Chapman that much of 
the opiate abuse starts at 
home, with children getting 
into their parents’ prescrip- 
tions. It’s more than opiates 
such as oxycodone or Percocet 
that prove addictive, said 
Chapman. “It isn’t just the 
opiates we want to remind 
people to get out of their cab- 
inets, but also the stimulants.” 

Goodwin said that daylight 
savings time could serve as re- 
minder for a little spring 
cleaning; when it’s time to 
change the clocks, it’s also a 
good time to “empty out the 
medicine cabinet.”

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independence,” said Chap- 
man, arguing that folks want 
to be able to make their own 
decisions on their health. 

Citizens took a strong 
stance on tobacco sales two 
years ago, when the May 
2012 Meeting voted against 
the Board of Health’s pro- 
posed cigarette ban in stores 
with pharmacies. The war- 
rant article also sought to 
ban the sale of electronic 
cigarettes. 

Only three stores in town 
would have been affected: 
CVS, Walgreen’s and Stop & 
Shop. Voters ultimately de- 
cided that cigarette smoking 
is a private health matter, 
while the health board ar- 
gued for protecting the pub- 
lic against secondhand 
smoke. 

Zemel countered that the 
health board can impose 
these regulations with or 
without Town Meeting ap- 
proval. 

“It’s the mandate of the 
board of health to protect the 
health of the residents of 
the community,” said Zemel. 
“I hear all of you saying from 
a public health perspective 
that this is the right thing to 
do.” 

The board of health agent 
further explained in an email 



that if the board decides to 
ban tobacco sales from phar- 
macies, that will not have to 
go before Town Meeting 
once again, per state law. 

“The local board of health 
has statutory authority to 
make reasonable health reg- 
ulations,” said Zemel. “In 
fact, the board of health is 
one of the only boards with- 
in a municipality that can 
make regulations without 
the necessity to obtain Tbwn 
Meeting approval.” 

The board appears to be in 
agreement when it comes to 
keep tobacco out of phar- 
macies. 

“It’s counterintuitive for 
healthcare* institutions to 
sell a product that’s harmful 
to human health,” said 
Lawrence. “I think as a 
board, we would be remiss if 
we don’t approve this par- 
ticular regulation.” 

Steve Ryan, Executive Di- 
rector of the New England 
Convenience Store Associa- 
tion, said at the meeting 
that passing this regulation 
would hurt local business 
owners. 

“It’s a hard business,” said 
Ryan. “The average conven- 
ience store makes about 
$47,000 per year before tax- 
es; it’s not the most lucrative 
business.” 

Banning the sale of to- 
bacco products in stores with 
pharmacies “does put them 
at a disadvantage,” Ryan 



continued. The individu- 
als old enough to buy these 
products are old enough to 
travel to another store." 

Ryan further argued that ’ 
banning the sale in phar- j 
macies may or may not im- i 
pact public health, but “will 
impact local business.” 

Tbbacco prices could also | 
see a change. 

Cheryl Sbarra, senior staff 
attorney for the Mass. Asso- ; 
ciatiori of iHealth Boards, 
also attended the meeting 1 
and explained that tobacco ; 
control strategies, such as 
price increases on packs of 
cigarettes are “incredibly af- 
fective” and “help smokers 
trigger a desire to quit.” 

Sbarra also noted that Sc- 
ituate also banned the sale in 
pharmacies, and js among ' 
44 municipalities, to pass a j 
minimum pricing regula- i 
tion. 

The health boald did not 
take a vote on any bf the pro- 
posed regulation^ Tuesday i 
night, but will vote each reg- \ 
ulation one by otie during ; 
the April 22 meeting. 

Lawrence felt the board 
should not tackle these is- 
sues piecemeal. 

“It seems to me, to pass an 
omnibus bill is not the way 
to go; we should pass this 
section by section,” said 
Lawrence.

Rogers 
traveled to Tempe, Arizona 
to cheer her sister on as she 
completed the arduous 
course in 14 hours, six min- 
utes and seven seconds. 

“When I saw her during 
the run portion of the race I 
felt somewhat insignificant. 
There I was on the sidelines 
watching her and the other 
athletes perform unbeliev- 
ably extreme endurance tri- 
als,” says Rogers. “I knew I 
needed a challenge. Soon 
after, the opportunity pre- 
sented itself for me to run 
Boston. I had to do it.” 

Coincidentally, her sister 
was already signed up for 
this year’s race. Maurajane 
and Maggi are the youngest 
of seven, mere months 
apart. They were raised as 
“twins” they say, and they 
carry each other through 
life. And as Healey nins for 
Dana-Farber, Rogers will 
run for the Paul Pratt Me- 
morial Library.

The school department 
managed to decrease the 
budget number while still 
keeping in some positions 
that had been eliminated in 
previous draft budgets, in- 
cluding a full-time kinder- 
garten teacher, a third grade 
teacher, and two Special Ed- 
ucation team chairs. 

There was even room for 
new headcount, with the ad- 
dition of a new adjustment 
counselor for the Middle- 
High School, a new full-time 
foreign language teacher at 
the Middle School, a part- 
time High School foreign lan- 
guage teacher, and one part- 
time education support pro- 
fessional (ESP) position. 

The budget is not level 
funded, which means that it 
includes contractual salary 
increases for teachers, ESPs, 
custodians and administra- 
tors. Most of these contracts 
will be in year three, accord- 
ing to DeGennaro. 

The Circuit Breaker, or tax 
relief, offset for the year is ex- 
pected to be $505,263. This 
helps defray Special Ed. out- 
of-district tuition costs. De- 
Gennaro explained that the 
funding is received in the 
current fiscal year but is used 
to set off tuition expenses 
the following year. 

Superintendent Barbara 
Cataldo said that the Circuit 
Breaker number “fluctuates 
year to year.” This year, 
schools are receiving a larger 
percentage from the state 
than in previous years, a leap 
from around 42 percent to 75. 

“The last two years have 
probably had the best circuit 
breaker monies from the 
state,” said School Committee 
chair Paul Schubert. 

Overall, the cost to run the 
district in FY15 is 
$18,994,613: 89.3 percent of 
that is town-appropriated, 
while 10.7 percent comes 
from fees, gifts, boosters, 
grants and tuitions. 

DeGennaro explained how 
the district arrives at the 
budget number each year. 

“We budget according to 
our needs. We always start 
with a zero-based budget, a 
blank slate, and ask the prin- 
cipals” what the schools need, 
who in turn “ask teachers for 
input. 

“It gives the staff a voice on 
how the money’s spent and 
where it’s needed,” DeGen- 
naro said. 

The parents who had been 
part of the budget process, in- 
cluding Sarah McSweeney, 

Summer Street, said they 
were happy with the out- 
come. 

“I have to say I’m really 
pleased with the progress 
you, Barbara and the team 
have made, and the collabo- 
rative nature,” McSweeney 
said to DeGennaro. “It’s fan- 
tastic, and I’m fully support- 



Cohasset’s Director of Stu- 
dent Services, Lori Villani, 
tendered her resignation this 
week, having accepted a po- 
sition in Wellesley.

The town is fortunate that Jack, 56, was hired by Cohasset 
Public Schools back in the mid 1980s to double as a Social 
Studies teacher and director of the Alternative School - that 
provided non-traditional educational opportunities. 

Although the Education Reform Act and MCAS may have 
speDed the end of the “Alt School” in the early 1990s - die expe- 
rience opened as many doors for Jack as it did for his students. 
Jack and his students discovered surfboats and rawing at the 
Hull Lifesaving Museum. What followed, thanks to Jack’s de- 
termination and enthusiasm, were the establishment of Cohas- 
set Maritime Institute and later the Center for Student Coastal 
Research. 

Now local students have the opportunity to make a difference 
in their coastal community through research, discovery and 
hard work including harbor studies that have helped Cohasset 
better understand possible influences on water quality in the 
harbor, one of our most valuable resources. 

A few minutes with Jack and it is easy to see why people of all 
ages gravitate to him. He is blessed with a congenial personality, 
warm smile and generosity of spirit - that coupled with an as- 
sertiveness and a never-give-up attitude is the perfect combina- 
tion for a teacher whose classroom goes outside the bricks and 
mortar. 

During the interview for this week’s story, Jack was gracious 
in accepting the honor, which will be formally presented at a re- 
ception this spring. He said he was truly flattered to have been 
selected and is pleased to join such a fine group of Citizens of 
the Year. (Jack is the 21st annual Cohasset Mariner Citizen of 
the Year). 

While nominations were open, 16 individuals took the time 
to propose a citizen or group for the annual award, detailing the 
nominee’s contributions to help make this town we all love a 
better place.

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Town Hall: A theatrical location

The following is the sec- 
ond of eight articles by the 
Town Hall Restoration and 
Renovation Committee. 

The history of the theater 
in Town Hall goes back to 
the late 1860s. 

At that time, the auditori- 
um was located on the sec- 
ond floor of the hall and 
Town Hall hosted a number 
of plays and other events. 
Many town residents took 
part in the plays at the 
time. 

In 1928, the Town Hall 
was reconstructed to the 
first floor where it stands 
today and the tradition of • 
the theater and auditorium 
continued. Through the 
years while the theater has 
been rented out to number 
for a number of different 
events there were two main 
groups that the theater 
hosted, the South Shore 
Players and the Cohasset 
Drama Club. 

The South Shore Players 

Back in 1932, Raymond 
Moore, founder of a sum- 
mer theatre on Cape Cod - 
the Cape Playhouse in Den- 
nis, Massachusetts - was 
looking for an additional 
site to stage his shows, and 
his search led him up the 
coast to the South Shore 
community of Cohasset. He 
chose Cohasset’s historic 
Town Hall in which to pres- 
ent performances by stars 
including Humphrey Boga- 
rt, Josephine Hull and Van 
Heflin. The following year, 
Alexander Dean assumed 
management of the opera- 
tion. Dean formed the 
South Shore Players and 
continued the tradition of 
live performances in Cohas- 
set featuring such foremost 
writers and actors as Ed- 
ward Everett Horton, 

Arthur Treacher, Sylvia 
Sydney, Thornton Wilder 
and Sinclair Lewis, who 
tread the boards at Town 
Hall. 

By 1949, the South Shore 
Players attracted much 
larger audiences than the 
town hall could accommo- 
date, leading a group of 
dedicated citizens to pursue 
the dream of establishing a 
performing arts center for 
the benefit of the South 
Shore communities. That 
dream was realized as the 
South Shore Music Circus 
was eventually created. 

The Cohasset Drama Club 

Organized in 1921, CDC 
is one of oldest continuing 
community theaters in the 
country. Blessed with a per- 
manent home in Town 
Hall, the club became well 
known for producing more 
challenging dramas along 
with the usual comedies 
and mysteries. It developed 
a decades-long reputation 
as a real actors’ company. It 
was also a very sociable 
group, holding play read- 
ings and cast parties at 
members’ homes. Actors 
and technical people from

surrounding towns flocked 
to join local thespians. 

The Cohasset Dramatic 
Club’s contribution as a 
summer stock theater desti- 
nation in the late 40s and 
early 50’s gained such pop- 
ularity that a larger venue 
became a necessity to ac- 
commodate its growing au- 
diences. That venue took 
the form of a theater in the 
round under a unique tent, 
which is today’s South 
Shore Music Circus. 

CDC began producing 
three major productions 
per year at the Town Hall 
stage and now offers one 
production in the Fall and 
one in the Spring, with a vi- 
brant summer drama work- 
shop program for young 
talent ages 8-19. Over the 
years, CDC has produced 
some of the best musicals 
Broadway has to offer, run- 
ning the gamut from well- 
known masterpieces such 
as “The Music Man” and 
“Sound of Music” to recent 
hits such as “Chicago” and 
“Legally Blonde.” Plays that 
have graced the CDC stage 
range from American dra- 
matic classics like ‘The Cru- 
cible’ to contemporary 
comedies like “The Sisters 
Rosensweig” and this year’s 
performance of “Shrek”. 

Community involvement 
and volunteers from Cohas- 
set and the surrounding 
towns have helped keep 
CDC as an exciting place to 
be involved with theater. 

For the last nine decades, 
Cohasset Dramatic Club’s 
musicals and plays have 
featured outstanding area 
talent and continue to offer 
affordable and outstanding

As a part of that plan 
the appropriation of 
$1,096,450 was fiade by 
town meeting to add the 
1987 addition you see today. 
The theater and auditorium 
were saved for the citizens 
of Cohasset.
